Upon his return to Eureka Mr. Ses- 


sions, editor of the Sentinel, published 
the following: 


A representative of tha Sentinel took 


a trip recently on the Carson & Colora- 
do Sailroady which runs 
from the 


Mound House (half-way between Oar- 
son and Virginia) down to Candolaria 
and Bentdn. The ride was made on 
one of those days of beautiful weather, 
such as is experienced nowhere else 
nuder the sun but in this latitude. The 
road is thoroughly equipped with all 
that goes to make a toad complete and 
a comfortable means of travel. The 
oars are litte gems of mechanical work. 
They are wider than those on the Eu- 
reka & Palisade, and have two rows of 
double seats. There is a separate car 
attached to the train for smokers, which 
is furnished with wicker chnirs'that are 
as nice seats as could be devised. 
But 


the mere comfort and elegance ,of the 
road's equipment for the gratification 
of travelers is nothing in comparison 
with the great material valne it is to 
the country. 
It has generally been 


understood that the southern portion of 
Nevada, which is tapped directly and 
indirectly by the O. & C. read, is one of 
great mining resources, but to develop 
them just such a road as the C. & C. 
a|as needed. The building of the road 
Was infused the life into the country 
necessary to bring it out. 


Luning and other places along the C. 


& C. road are made thriving places by 
it. The road builds them up, and they 
in turn make up the. business of the 
road by which it is maintained and en- 
abled to push ahead and develop the 
country further. 
The road is paying 


expenses so far, and Also interest on its 
bonds. Such roads as the 0. & C. de- 
serve to be fostered and cherished. 
In 


them, it may be said, rests the salvation 
of this State. 
Mining is coming down 


to legitimate business, and must, in 
order to pay, be conducted on a rational 
basis of expense, as manufactures and 
farming are. Mining will pay when 
connected as other businesses me, but it 
will not, in the average, stand the high 
pressure system of early days, nor will 
the outside world allow themselves to 
be robbed any more to pay fast Superin- 
tendents and Secretaries fordoing noth- 
ing but spending money dishonestly. 
Nevada is going to be one of the great- 
est commercial States in the Union, but 
it is going to become so gradually. That 
consummation will be reached when our 
chief industry becomes a legitimate bus- 
iness. 


The foremost means to that end is 


,ba reduction of expenses for mining 
supplies by means of cheap freights. 
Tliese cheap freights a network of nar- 
row-gauge roads will supply, und none 
others. It would be new life for Eureka 


have its road completed from Salt 


Lake hither. 
Ultimately it will be 


juilt. 
The Eureka & Palisade, Carson 


& Colorado and Battle Mountain nar- 
row-gauge roade have helped the coun- 
:ry greatly, and we need more roads like 
them, especially if capitalists will con- 
struct them with their own money and 
not ask an already impoveiished com- 
uutiity to contribute more of its own 
alood for the purpose.

All the Frontier Forts in Kevnda to 


be Abollftbeii. 


[Silver State.] 


In his annual report, the General of 


,ho Army recommended that 
troops 


utherto stationed at frontier posts bs 
concentrated in large barracks at stated 
points. The Secretary of War approved 
.he recommendation, partly for the rea- 
son that companies stationed here and 
there in the Indian country do not give 
officers opportunity to put the men 
rhrongh certain evolutions, which seem 
;o be considered of greater importance 
jy the military chiefs than the protec- 
tion of settlers, Acting on these rec- 
ommendations, it is authoritatively an- 
nounced that Forts MoDermit, Halleck 
and Bid well are to be abandoned. No 
uore protection is to be afforded the 
frontiersmen in northern Nevada, South- 
eastern Oregon and Idaho from Indian 
depredations by the General Govern- 
ment, because proficiency in military 
maneuvers oil a large scale is deemed of 
greater importance than the protection 
of settlers. The security of life and 
property on the frontier JR of less conse- 
queace than display and parade, and 
settlers will have to protect themselves 
as best they can. 


Only four years have elapsed since 


,he country north of Winnemucca was 
\nisged by savages, who murdoicd sel- 
lers and shot stage drivers off t£ 
coaches, slaughtered stock and burned 
dwellings. Women and children had 
o flee for their lives, under cover of 
night, and seu their homes burned be- 
imd them by the merciless red devils. 
Some sought protection at Fort McDer- 
mit, the infantry then stationed at that 
>ost being unable to chase the savages 
or give them fight. Smce then the 
country ravagod by the Indians has not 
"ncreased in population to'any great ex- 
.ent, 
and the settlers are liable, when- 


ever the Indians take to the warpath, to 
be driven from their homes and have 
heir propeity destroyed as 
before. 


Chat, however, appears to be a matter 
of no consequence to the military chiefs, 
who consider parade and pomp of ihe 
first and greatest importance, and the 
jroteotion of settlers a secondary eon- 
ideratiou. It is to be hoped that our 
Senators and Representative in Con- 
fess will endeavor to prevent theaban- 
lonment of frontier military posts, and 
hat they have sufficient influence with 
he Administration, or at least in the 
egislative Department of the Govern- 


ment, to prevent the removal of troops 
rom sparsely settled and exposed sec- 
ions of the country to points where 
hey can be of no service except to give 
eneral officers opportunity to make 
hemselves proficient in maneuvering 
egiments or bataliions,

The financial and business pendulum 


is about to swing the other way. Those 
who remain here will reap the benefit 
and reward of patience. They will have 
the satisfaction of remembering that 
the true American spirit is equal to 
Nevada life, and that no systematic in- 
justice, whether political or in business 
lines can subdue the rightful exercise of 
free thought and enterprise in the Great 
American Basin. Those who yield to the 
severe ordeal through which this State 
is now passing and seek new locations 
will be followed up by the malignant 
resentments and ^relentless opposition 
of the corporations, wherever they may 
go, and they will be made to feel that 
American soil is not broad enough in 
expanse to enable any man against 
whom they have conceived a dislike to 
escape their retribution. Let no man 
of intelligence or self-respect go away 
from Nevada merely because the cor- 
porations try to drive him away. It is 
better to continue the fight right here 
and take the chances. There is as fine a 
climate here, and as boundless resources 
anywhere, and it is just as good a 
country in which to rear up a genera- 
tion of spirited Americans, as any. Let 
no man put himself'under the voluntary 
disgrace of an exile which railroad dom- 
ination would fain force upon hnn. 


There are many other considerations 


which should cause the people of Car- 
son, especially, to pause and reflect 
carefully before pulling up stakes and 
departing.
